'B* 
refers to one thing which I fear is but 
too true. According to his statement 
the lodges are more fraternal than tbe 
cbu robes, especially in a practical 
sense.

As tbe United State* baa no system of 
registration of vital statistics, snob aa la 
relied upon by other civilised nations lor 
th* purpose ot ascertaining tbe aotael move- 
nuBt of population, oor census affords the 
only opportunity of obtaining near an ap- 
proximate estimate of tbe birth and death 
rates of much the largest part of the country . 
which la entirely unprovided with sstlsfao- 
torr system of State and municipal regielr*. 
tiou. 

In view of this, tba Census Office, dnrim 
tbe month of May tola year, will issue to 
th* medical profession throughout tbe 
country 'Physician's Registers' for the pur- 
pose of obtaining more accurate returns of 
deaths than it is possible for the enumera- 
tors to make. It 11 earnestly boned that 
physicians in every part of the country will 
eo-operato with the Census Office In this im- 
portant work. The "eoord should be kept 
from J unci, 1SW, to stay SI, ISM. Nearly ay.00 
ofljthese registration books were filled up sod 
returned to the office in 18*3. and nearly all of 
thorn used for statistical purposes.

Tbe 
enumerator In the house to house visit he 
will make during the month of June, 1W0, Is 
constantly met with the fact that fanners 
keep no books and hence returns are not In- 
frequently goes* work.

If tanner* throughout the country would 
note this fact and keep account of the pro- 
duets of their farms during the census year 
It would be of material aid In securing relia- 
ble returns tnr the Eleventh Census.
